Fear of Frozen Credits. 

The treasury chief expresses more 
vigorous and sweeping disapproval of 
the latest bonus plan than of any of 
iis predecessors. He unsparingly con- 
fermns the bank loan feature, which he 
asserts would clog the country’s finan- 
@al machinery with “frozen credits,” 
goducing inflation. 

Much wiser than this scheme, he 
mya, would be the financing of the 
bonus by the issuance of bonds; and ‘in 
any event, if the bontis is to take the 
form of endowment insurance it would 
be better from the start for the gov- 
@ument to loan directly to former sol- 
Gers on their certificates. 

“There is no way.” the Mellon let- 
ter concludes, *“‘ by which the American 
taxpayer can avoid the burden, and if 
& bonus is to be imposed it is far bet- 
ter for all concerned that it be placed 
upon a direct and definite basis and 
paid for each year out of current reve- 
fue. To do this at the present time 
Will pecesszrily mean the imposition of 
additional taxes for the purpose.” 


Fordney Refuses to Talk. 

Mr. Fordney received the letter last 
night, but declined to comment upon it 
day. That his opinion of the prac- 
ticability and wisdom of the new plan 
has not been changed, is indicated, 
however, by his assertion that he ex- 
pects the bill to be favorably reported 
Without change tomorrow.

BOMBER RAIDS 
DICKINSON 


COUNTRY HOME 


Porch Wrecked but 
No One Hurt. 


Dynamite yesterday wrecked the 
front porch of the palatial Geneva 
home of Willis P. Dickinson, presi- 
dent of the Security Trust and Deposit 
company of Chicago and set Kane 
county and federal officials delving into 
a new mystery. 

The explosion occurred at 1:30 a. m. 
It was estimated that at least six sticks 
of dynamite had been used. In the 
house at the time were Dickinson, Mrs. 
Frank Wright, his housekeeper, and 
her two daughters, Doris and Erna. 

Dickinson's bedroom is not directly 
over the porch, and Mrs. Wright and 
her daughters sleep in the back part 
of the house. 

No one was injured. 

The porch was reduced to broken 
bricks and splinters. Five windows in 
the big structure were broken. The 
blast was heard five miles away. 

Four Theories on Bombing. 

The source and reason for the bomb 
is an enigma which Dickinson, the po- 
lice, and federal authorities are bend- 
ing every effort to solve. Dickinson 
has offered a $1,000 reward for the 
arerst of the bomber.

Promoter of Railway. 
Dickinson in the past has promoted 
several enterprises. One of these was 
the Memphis & Pensacola railway, of 
which he was president and chief stock- 
holder. On July 12, 1913, he was ar- 
rested in Chicago on a charge of ob-

Recently Dickinson’s name was con- 
nected with a firm which, in the words 
of A. R. Hopper of Aurora, a stock sales- 
man, was to “manufacture patented 
road building, excavating and mining 
machinery” and which would employ 
thousands of men. Options on land 
near Aurora were taken and stock was 
placed on the market. 

Last August the Masonic Temple 
vaults were plundered by a gang of 

yeggs, who obtained more than $100,- 
000 in the loot. A peculiar part of the 
robbery was that certain boxes were 
picked out from a large number for 
rifling. Every effort was made on the 
part of those concerned to keep the 
news of the affair from reporters on 
the night of the robbery. Whether 
any settlement was made with victims 
was not made known. 

Worthington Vault Untouched.

Worthington, now under indictment

Girl Sleeps in 
Cell; Wakes in 
WealthyHome 


If the little Cinderella of this story 
keeps a diary, you will find written 
therein, right after the entry detail- 
ing how she walked the loop streets 
three days without food, something 
like this: 

“ March 13—Awoke this morning and 
pinched myself to prove I wasn't 
dreaming. Rang for the maid for 
breakfast. Dressed. Had the butler 
telephone the chauffeur. Motored.” 

She awoke in a rich man’s home. She 
went to sleep Saturday night in the 
South Clark street police station. And 
then there is the slipper, or rather 
the two slippers, size 3%-A, and thy 
supply one of the most interesting 
angles of the story. 

The Cinderella is Victoria Klensy, 16 
years old, of 8454 Mackinaw avenue, 
South Chicago. She is the only daugh- 
j ter. . There is one brother. Her story 
so far as newspaper mention is con- 
cerned, began last Friday morning at 
2 o'clock, when Edward Clift, 161 West 
Chestnut street, encoyntered her at 
State and Congress streets. She was 
crying. 

“ What's the matter, little girl?” he 
asked.

She hesitated for a moment, then: 

“I'm starving. I've been afraid to 
ask anybody for anything. I've just 
lbeen walking up and down. I haven't 
tasted food for three days.” 

Clift bought her a meal. Then took 
her to a movie in West Madison street, 
because she wanted “to go somewhere 
where I can keep warm.” She would 
not tell him her name. He notified the 
police. They kept her at South Clark 
street station until Sunday morning. 
She refused to tell who she was or 
lwhere she lived.

JOHANNESBURG, March 12.-

Airplanes dropped 
thirty-two bombs on revolutionists 
surrounding a party of police in the 
Brixton area, causing numerous cas- 
ualties and scattering the others, 
many of whom surrendered.

JOHANNESBURG, March 12.—Halt 
a dozen battles between strikers and 
police continue to rage along the Reef. 
Owing partly to censorship, partly to 
Bevered telegraphic connections, the 
reports still are «neager. 

The strikers are struggling to gain 
control of Johannesburg before the 


Deventer and Brig. Gen. Conrad Brits 
arrive. Only the northern part of 
Johannesburg is free of the com- 
mandos. Practically all the fighting 
is by snipers, there being only occa- 
sional volleys. The only government 
forces in control are those guarding 
the city hall. 

From Newlands, Auckland Park, 
Benoni, Breakpan, and Fordsburg 
come accounts of vigorous fighting. 
The battle of Boksburg, which raged 
all Friday, has calmed somewhat, the 
attacking strikers claiming to have 
captured a large number of police with 
rifles and ammunition. 

Police Forced to Intrench. 

Strikers are in every house on the 
dip between Fordsburg and Johannes- 
burg whence it is impossible to dis- 
lodge them. From these vantage 
points they pour in ai incessant harry- 
ing fire on the police positions. The 
police are forced to dig in to escape 
punishment. 

The total extent of the casualties 
as yet can only be guessed. Friday's 
casualties are estimated at more than 
600 and more than a hundred are 
known to have been killed te“ay. These 
are almost exclusively government 
losses; the etriker casugjties are impos- 
sible to determine, but are believed to 
be much heavier. 

Battle at Newlands. 

Am account of a pitched battle in 
Newlands yesterday has just been re- 

ceived. Commands of 1,200 to 2,000 
strikers attacked the police early on 
Friday morning. After a stubborn re- 
sistance Lieut. Long and forty-seven 
policemen were forced to surrender. 
Reinforcements hurrying to the ald of 
the Newlands troops were ambushed 
with bombs and rifle fire and repulsed. 

Later Friday a squadron of mounted 
police arrived on the scene and opened 
negotiations with the commando lead- 
| ers, Veiljoen and Erasmus, under a 
|| white flag. The leaders threatened, if 
the police atternpted to force the git- 
vation they would kill all prisoners. 

In addition a party of thirty-five po- 
lice, who were hurrying to rescue the 
original band, were surrounded and cut 
off and now are at the mercy of the 
strikerg, should hostilities recommence. 

Attack Transvaal Scots. 

A murderous attack was made on the 
Transvaal Scottish troops while they 
were entraining at Dunswart, seven- 
| teen miles east of Johannesburg. Large 
commands of several hundred strikers, 
‘hiding in a commanding position, 
poured in a heavy fire on the troops, 
The troops quickly railied and returned 
the fire, silencing the command, which 
retreated. The Scottish losses were 
seven killed, twenty-four wounded.

JUSTICE AT A CRISIS IN 
CHICAGO. 


The trial of Walsh, labor leader, for the murder 
P : of Gast, the waiter in: Adolph Georg’s weinstube, 
begins with what the reporters call “the war of 
The trial of Walsh for the murder of 


the judges.”’ 


Georg, the proprietor, who was slain when Gast 
was killed, resulted in a verdict of not guilty from 


&Jjury in Judge John J. Sullivan's court. 


The prosecutors in charge of the case asked for 
an immediate trial for the Gast murder and Judge 


Sullivan set it for Monday of last week. Then 
State's Attorney Crowe, incensed by the verdict in 
the first trial, asked Chief Justice Kickham 
Scanlan to reassign the case to another court, 
saying that Judge Sullivan was’ prejudiced against 
the people’s case. Judge Scanlan assigned the case 
to Judge Fitch's court, but Judge Sullivan refused 
to relinquish jurisdiction. He had ordered the 


- exdmination of veniremen to proceed and he ac- 


cused the state’s attorney of irregularities in pro- 
cedure which offended the dignity of his court and 


"|tation committee have approved a subway plan

he may have turf with the velvet of three hundred 
years of cutting and watering and house walls 
where roses blossom as they do against English 
walls or in the California sun. He has a pleached 
walk and he grows an orchard. 


Out of the catalogues his gardens spring and his 
estate spreads itself to the horizon. Here are his 
strawberries, and here he cuts his rhubarb. Here 
are his plantations of spruce, fir, and pine.

Our fieighbors in Chicago are interested just now 
in a project for developing deep sea commerce from 
Chicago by way of a canal to the St.

They see visions of ocean liners- coming into 
the great lakes and penetrating Chicago. We sym- 


pathize with their visions, and it is our hope that 
the public men of our section will work with Chicago 
to secure for her and for the great middle western 
section of our country whatever waterway develop- 
ment Chicago may desire to the east. If the pro- 
posed improvements are feasible, we are in favor 
of them. ; If they take a little business away from 
New York, we are sorry for our great seaport rival, 
but it is our view that the United States and Canada 
are an economic unit. If the expenditure of a little 
money by both countries will provide them with 
important facilities for some time to come we favor 
the expenditure. 


Meanwhile we would remind our neighbors in Chi- 
cago and the middie west that they would do well 
not to neglect to look south for opportunities. 

Some time ago a great movement was under way 
for the construction of a waterway from Chicago 
to the Mississippi river, capable of carrying barges. 
When Illinois shall have finished her part of the 
work and connected up with St. Louis by barge | 
lines it may interest the people of Chicago and the 
central west to know that they will not be obliged 
to haul all of their heavy freight to the east, either 
by rail or water, for there is already in successful 
commercial operation a barge line between New 
Orleans and St. Louls. That barge line is hauling 
freight for 20 per cent less than the railroads, and 
is making net money on investment and operations. 
It is doing this because modern methods have been 
applied, and the barges are of a type suited to eco- 
nomical and efficient operation on the great river and 
in canals. 

The time may come during the life of this genera- 
tion when a far greater proportion of business from 
Chicago will be handled by water south through the

HANKOW, March 11.—One must back well away 
from the scene to obtain the true perspective of 
the picture of the Canton government, or the 
constitutionalist government of China, as Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen, it@ president and leader, prefers to call it. 
In Canton one cannot get the proper focus, because 
of the atmosphere of enthusiastic propaganda 
which surrounds the municipality, governed by his 
‘son and ten other young Chinese, all but two of 
them graduates of American universities and the 
other two also foreign educated. 

In the “Chicago of China” one factor stands 
out like the ray of a searchlight. It is that every 
intelligent and liberal minded man in Canton, be 
he Chinese or foreigner, believes implicitly in the 
principles enunciated by the leader of the consti- 
tutionalist government and freely asserts that 
China can be unified only by the acceptance of 
such principles for the whole of China. Just that, 
and absolutely nothing more, 

For Sun Yat-sen is the Woodrow Wilson of 
China. One might almost say that he is sailing his 
junk of state to the same miserable wreck on the 
rocks of partisan bitterness. Perhaps both will 
be vindicated when the moss is forming over their 
tombstones. The similarity between the two men 
is striking—gruesomely so when one reflects the 
shattering of Wilson's ideals and sees Sun Yat-sen 
drifting into the same currents of intrigue because 
of his own stubbornness. 
| -o— 

Sun Yat-sen is a born revolutionist. He is not 
an administrator. If he had the power of dele- 
gating authority and then keeping hands off, he 
might avoid the fate of Wilson. He is a true 
patriot, and, if necessary, will fight to carry his 
campaign to Peking. His honesty is unquestioned, 
but he is an autocrat. His days are as lonely as 
were those of Woodrow Wilson in the months be- 
fore the storm that wrecked him upon the shoals 
of the league of nations. So, left to his loneliness, 
he seeks solace with his troops in the field, drilling 
and organizing them for the campaign which he 
may begin next month unless a peaceful way can 
be found to. dethrone the present Peking govern- 
ment. 

Of the triumvirate who came down to Canton 
from Shanghai and launched the constitutionalist 
government only one remains in Canton. There 
does not seem to be room for more than one at a 
time. The one who remains is Wu Ting-fang, 
minister of foreign affairs and acting minister of 
finance. Dr. Wu has little to do other than to re- 
ceive and pass along the funds sent to the consti- 
tutionalist government by partisans elsewhere in 
China, but mostly Chinese abroad, and particularly 
in the United States. For there are no foreign af- 
fairs since the constitutionalist government is not 
recognized, and as for the finances, well, there is 
but one province that is remitting to Canton, and 
that is Kwantung, the province in which it is 
located. Lately these remittances have been with- 
held. 

And this explains why another of the trinity, 
Tang Chao-yi, who is the minister of finance, re- 
cently left Canton to spend such days of his mellow 
years as may be possible at his ancestral home at 
Hong Shan, some two days by water and chair, 
in the direction of Macao. Here the master of 
| ceremonies of a Manchu emperor in the ancient 
worship in the Temple of Heaven potters about in 
a little garden and plays at farming. He has not 
broken with Sun Yat-sen. Everybody knows he 
tells the truth when he tells you that. Tang says 
as long as only Kwantung remits to Canton there’s 
no use of his remaining, so he is enjoying a well- 
earned rest, but is as enthusiastic as ever regard- 
ing the hopes of the constitutional government. 
The civil governor of the province, Gen. Ch’en 
Ch’eung-ming, who is also commander-in-chief of 
the army, believes the northern expedition of Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen is doomed to certain defeat, and hav- 
ing staked his military reputation on the prognos- 
tication, declines further aid to his chief, though 
otherwise Gen. Ch’en is in hearty accord with the 
aims of the constitutionalist government and its 
leader. 


It is commonly mooted in Canton that Dr. Sun 
will not return to Canton. Dr. Wu-Ting-fang adds 
that he will be in Hankow first unless Wu Pei-fu 
comes to treat with him. 

But those who know the two men see little hope 
that the progressive, extremely clever and virile 
politician of the Yangtze valley ever will accept

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“THAT DREADFUL SCOURGE.” 
R. MILLARD, the health officer of 
Leicester, England, is somewhat 
peeved at vaccination against 
smallpox. 

He says somewhat general vaccination 
has converted smallpox into a very mild 
disease.. So mild, in fact, that people 
are no longer afraid of it and, in conse- 
quence, will not take the necessary pre- 
cautions to prevent its spread. 

This state of mind increases the work 
and nullifies the efforts of health offi- 
cers, whereupon good friend Millard, the 
health officer of Leicester, England, is 
peeved. 

Maybe he is right, and maybe those 
who hold that there are other reasons 
for the ordinarily mild nature of small- 
pox are right, but whoever is right, lack 
of a wholesome fear of the disease is one 
factor that makes the work of stamping 
it out difficult.

It was not always thus. Witness these 
extracts from Thackeray’s “Henry Es- 
mond.” 

In this book Thackeray described th 
lives of the people, principally the cour- 
tiers, lords, and ladies of that period, 
embracing the last quarters of the sev- 
enteenth century and the first of the 
eighteenth. 

In a earlier part of the period the 
reign king was that King James I. 
who made the Bible available for people 
of middle class education and means. 

* I quote from Thackeray’s ‘“ Henry 
Esmond "’: 

“Since my Lady Mary, worthy Mon- 
tagu, brought home this custom of in- 
oculation from Turkey (a perilous prac- 
tice many deem it and only a useless 
rushing into the jaws of danger), I 
think the severity of the smallpox—that 
dreadful scourge of the world—has abat- 
ed in one part of it; and remember, in 
my time, hundreds of the young and 
beautiful who have been carried to the 
grave or have only risen from their pil- 
lows frightfully scarred and disfigured 
by this malady. Many a sweet face hath 
left its roses on the bed on which this 
dreadful and withering blight has laid 
them. In my early days this pestilence 
would enter a village and destroy half 
its inhabitants. At its approach, it may 
well be imagined, not only the beautiful 
but the strongest were alarmed, and 
those fled who could.” 


The story proceeds to tell how the dis- 
ease appeared in the village of Castle- 
wood and how Henry carried the con- 
tagion to Castlewood castle, had it him- 
self, and gave it to Lady Castlewood and 
her son, Frank. 

“The smallpox spared the hall no more 
than it did the cottage.” 

As Harry was convalescing, .“ Dr. 
Tusher brought the news of this calam- 
ity about which Henry Esmond longed 
to ask, but did not like. He said almost 
the whole village had been stricken with

This description antedated Jenner and 
vaccination by almost a century.

Thackeray's description of the 
demic is excellent and of the disease is 
good, though he made the mistake of 
saying that the headaches come on with- 
in a day after exposure, whereas they 
do not come on until twelve or fourteen 
days after contact with the source of 
contagion.

Thanks to the superior in- 
telligence of tramps, that fraternity 
rarely spreads smallpox now.

Chicago, March 9.—Against all the ob- 
jections and obstructions that have been 
advanced opposing a bonus for ex-serv- 
ice men, I have not yet seen the idea pro- 
pounded that a cash bonus (by taxation 
or otherwise), instead of retarding the 
commercial refovery of the country, 
would, on the contrary, be the biggest 
stimulant that could be administered to 
business as a whole.

the anarchistic, bolshevistic doctrine 
running through. this story, and to 
eall their attention to the book’s af- 
front to every just and decent principle 
upon which society is founded and or- 
ganized business and government 
maintained. 


Book Has Certain Value. 


Mr. Dos Passos’ book, to the thought- 
ful student, and certainly to the citizen 
soldier who could sacrifice, suffer, and 
meet hardships for a high purpose, 
will be considered of great evidential 
value in establishing what the author 
least expected, that ,the army which 
he characterizes as a “treadmill of 


- slavery,” a breaker of spirits, and a de- 


stroyer of individuality, is the greatest 
institutional asset in our republic. 
The author, in his vicious attempt to 


' attack the army, has defined it as a 


machine operating on human beings 
like the hopper and grinder, a funnel 
shaped device for feeding material into 
a@ machine where it is crushed into) 
identical particles, instead of consider- 
ing the hopper as a receiver of mate- 
rial attached to a separator by means 
of which the undeveloped or unfit 
specimens are segregated and thrown 
into the waste heap, while those that 
meet the required high standards are 
carried on into the fulfillment of a 
higher destiny. 

If our army, even as organized into 
the semi-mob units to which Dos 
Passos’ heroes belonged, can detect 
the misfit characters described by the 
author (that we are now trying to' 
mold into our civil life), then let us 
apply this great treadmill separator 
instrumentality in our contribution 
towards developing the American type 
of the future. 


And Its Mission Is Real. 


Mr. Dos Passos, the “ Dos pesos, oro 
net,” is a small price for your book, if 
our countrymen will read it in the light 
that it has a real mission and not for 
its tear producing effect. If so read 
this is the finest story in the decade 
in support of universal military serv- 
ice. 

Regardless of all ethical or academic 
discussion of the right or wrong of war, 
America was in the war. Her millions 
in money were being expended daily 
and the blood of her young men was 
being spilled on the scattered battle- 
fields from “ Switzerland to the sea.” 
The German menace was well known 
to our people. 

The restrictions of the army that 
the author’s heroes held in horror 
would have been a child’s kindergarten

American soldier as *“‘ wonderful and 
stalwart.”’ I wonder what her thoughts 
would have been if s@& had heard Don 
Passos’ hero, Andrews, express the 
thought that “he would like to go to 
sleep and not wake up until the war 
was over,” and he could be a “ civilian 
again.” What our hero really meant 
was that he could return to his life of 
ease. 

How different was his thought to 
that of the Virginia boy, coming out 
of the hospital, thanking God that his 
rest was over and that he had been 
privileged to again serve in this great 
human effort to “ win the war.” 


This Would Shock Hero. 


How horribly shocked our hero 
would have been had he heard a 
mother exclaim over her dead boy, 
“what a privilege it was to give him 
in such a cause!” And how he would 
have “damned” the soldier receiving 
the “distinguished service cross” if 
he had heard him exclaim, “ How 
proud my mother will be of this!” 

Some gentle female soul, in the over- 

generousness of her sweet nature has 
said, referring to this book, “It is well 
done.” But please, gentle women of 
America, give your true version of 
this putrid story, with its “ goddam 3 
characters, criminals, and potential 
criminals, that were forced into the 
nation’s service in the mistaken con- 
ception that beings who answered cer- 
tain draft specifications were men, and 
in the Utopian dream that such chaff 
and riffraff could ever feel that fine 
individual responsibility for team ac- 
complishment of a great mission. 
. The attack on the welfare organiza- 
‘tions, symbolized in the “Y” man, is 
in keeping with the general attack on 
all uplifting influences of organized 
effort to bring some cheer into the 
great “fog war” and “gloom of 
the battlefictd.’’ The sarcastic re- 
marks at the great Creator, religion, 
and prayer are significant, if one reads 
between those proverbial lines in the 
“Y man’s” introduction of Dr. Skin- 
ner. 


Slur on Draft Boards. 


The reflections on the honesty of the 
draft boards, that have been praised so 
generally and so generously through- 
out the country for their honesty and 
fairness, are flung into the reader's 
face through the medium of the char- 
acter Applebaum, all of which gross 
unfairness is subscribed to by the 
hero, who admitted that he was a 
“sucker,” too. 

The author drags the great fra- 
ternal order of Masonry into the story 
by picturing one of his characters, a 
Mason, as a thief, and explains “that’s 
why he only got five years,” meaning 
the misfit would ‘have received a long- 
er sentence but for the protection of 
this fraternal institution. 

The veiled insinuation expressed by 
the character Henslowe that “the Red 
Cross sent supply trains to keep them 
at it,” meaning that this welfare or- 
ganization utilized this means to keep 
nations at war, is so perfectly silly 


The reflection on the men who en- 
listed voluntarily in those great bodies 
of regular army and national guard 
is demonstrative of the total ignorance 
of the words “ fair play ’’ and “ square 
deal,” and is evidenced by this spirit 
of ecrvice being personified in the 
coward undertaker, Applebaum, who 
had enlisted and regretted it. 

Dog Given Human Qualities. 
The author hates soldiers so bitterly 
that he pictures a dog suspicious of 
them and makes his hero imagine 
“many soldiers would change with 
them if they had a chance.” 

His hostility to the salute was thor- 
oughly indicative of his ignorance of 
its meaning as a recognition among 
military men and that its rendition is 
as binding on the senior as on the 
junior who initiates the salutation.- He 
could not understand this simple greet- 
ing, this ceremonious military form 
that insures the enlisted and commis- 
sioned personnel always “ speaking ”’ to 
each other and fixes this responsibility 
in the commissioned ranks by requir- 
ing the junior to “speak” first. 

The author has certainly demon- 
strated his complete aversion of any 
and everything that smacks of “ au- 
thority.”” His officers are “ pompous,” 
they are “dramatic,” they are “ busy 
feeling their importance,” they are 
“coarse,”” “their voices are metallic 
and shrill,” they are “ illiterate,”’ they 
are “snarling,” “they shout their or- 
ders with and without fury,” they are 
“blue-jawed and have the “eyes of 
a crab.” They have “savage green 
eyes,’ they are “red faced,” they are 
“ pink faced,”’ “ bottle nosed” and have 
“red hair.” They lean back in deep 
cushioned automobiles, splashing mud 
on their juniors as they drive by. They 
invariably “ fastidiously put on their 
gloves by “ fingers.”’ They live in 
“white and golden staterooms ” on the 
ships. 


His Portrait of a Noncom. 
For some reason the author must. 


cesion in act, in habit and in dress. 
Such instructions would, in all prob- 
ability, have prevented their minds 
from working without cotrdination 
with their bodies, and the frequent 
movement of their bodies, without any 
reference to their mental sides. 


Real Purpose of Discipline. 

It is a great pity that the mob to 
which they belonged was not taught 
one of the basic principles, that fear 
and cowardice comes from negative 
thinking, and that success and failure 
are results of mental action. 

Let us examine the heroes of this 
story, study their natures from their 
own thoughts, analyze their charac- 
ters, throw them into the spotlight 
just a bit, and see whether or not 
“they are slaves” because “they are 
in the army” and whether or not 
the publisher’s preposterous claim is 
just when he states that this story is 
“The Case of Young America.” 

Fuselli, an un-Americanized Ameri- 
can-Italian of a very low order, is the 
first character delineated in any de- 
tail in the book, and is evidently in- 
tended’ to represent the average char- 
acter of our foreign American type of 
which the country is so justly proud. 
His bribing the sergeant with servility, 
by an introduction to Yvonne, and with 
food, as Fuselli expressed it, “it would 
help me to stay in good with him,” is 
thoroughly in keeping with this half- 
witted character’s conception. of how 
favor among men is gained. 


No Ramrod in His Spine. 
The fact that Fuselli aspired to being 
a corporal is sufficient to show that he 
had not the slightest conception of the 


with this office. His continual refer- 
ence to the formation “retreat” 
“standing stiff as toy soldiers outside 
there,” would, if true, be a compliment 
to his organization. But every man 
who ever saw a group of soldiers or 
schoolboy cadets and who reads this 
book will know that the men in an 
organization of the Fuselli type could 
not “stand stiff as soldiers.” 

Fuselli’s promotion to first class pri- 
vate and to corporal was most signifi- 
cant of the low order of the mob, cam- 
ouflaged as a military unit, to which 
fdte had attached this masquerader 
dressed in the garb of a soldier. 

After five months in the service Fu- 
selli laments that he was only a cor- 
poral, punctuating his thought with an 
assumed physical strength by “ clinch- 
ing his fists with impatience.” He 
mumbled to himself that he expected 
his promotion to “go faster, he told 
himself reassuringly.” 

When Fuselli was transferred to the 
headquarters company he chided him- 
self with the thought and fooled him- 
self with the belief that “ he had a job 
where he could show what he was good 
for,” when, if he had any human na- 
ture student near him, he would have 
been assured that success could never 
come to him, as “ he was good for noth- 
ing.” 

False Idea of Contentment. 


“We'll be civilians some day” is 
meant by Fuselli to mean that he will 
be happy some day. However, it would 
require an infinjte imagination, even. 
on the part of the author, to picture’ 
happiness ever coming to men whose 
only love of life was for themselves. 

Chrisfield, the second character to be 
introduced to the reader, is a “ regular 
roughneck ” of low mentality and mor- 
als, a “ typical bully ” who is evidently 
presented by the author in the mistak- 
en conception that “Chris” represents 
the farmer type of our uneducated 
young men. “Chris” was a coward at 
heart, proven on many occasions and 
particularly evidenced by drawing his 
knife on.the sergeant “one night in 
the barracks”’ and by killing a wound- 
ed member of his own team. 

Chris’ mind was hostile to discipline, 
personified in either officer or noncom- 
missioned officer. Hs was also a de- 
famer of character and respected no 
authority. 


Distorted Military Scene. 


There are many impossible military | 
scenes in this queer story, but probably | 
the most unique and distorted one is | 
that depicting the private. soldier 
Stockton in getting up one morning, 
the crowd gathering around him, with 
men appealing to him to arise, the ser- 
geant dramatically giving up the prob- 
lem, and finally the red faced officer, | 
“puffing and infurious,” diaggnosing | 
the case as “rubbish and insubordina- | 
tion,” directs “ snappily” that “ court- | 
martial papers be drawn up at once. 
and Stockton placed in the guard. | 
house,” “by force if necessary.” 

The ecene is well staged, for the 
door is slammed behind the “loot” to 
register “rage,” and then the curtain 
drops with tear producing climax and 
the “chalk white faced boy” drops 
dead, in “his khaki spirit and whitish | 
drawers.” 

Pifie! Piffie! Piffie! O, Mr. Author! 
Did you expect real men and women to 
be moved by such nonsense? 

On another occasion the author 


have an aversion for red. His non. 
commissioned officers are hated) 
simply on account of the authority | 
which they represent. He describes 
them as being red headed, sandy haired, 
burly, coarse, unshaven, illiterate, and 
with “rings around their eyes like a 
monkey.” 

His M. P.’s, symbols of authority, 
are “red faced,” “red cheeked,” with 
“ squeaky voices, “ raw looking faces,” 
and “ puffy under the eyes.” 

Even the paymaster and his clerks, 
symbols of authority, have “red 
faces,” and we find that the guard who 
represented authority over prisoners 
was “pink faced.” 

Of course this is intended primarily 
as an attack on authority and inci- 
dentally as a reflection on noncommis 
sioned officers, but later on the author 
unconsciously informs us that these 
coarse, uneducated, make-believe non- 
commissioned officera were lumbermen, 
baseball players, ranchmen, etc. 

Won't Recognize Picture. 
The description of these officers and 
ioned officers will be a rev-

They will stand aghast, Mr. Dos Pas- 
sos, and wonder in amazement from 
where you obtained your idea of “those 
blue jawed fellows” and “crab eyed 
figures.”

He felt defiance for every symbol of 
authority; hospitals irritated him; he 
felt contempt for welfare organizations 
and all that they stood for; K. P. duty 
(that is doing his share in helping and 
improving the mess and its service) 
was most objectionable and menial la- 
bor to him; fatigue duty was an insult 
to his lazy nature. | 


He dreaded the wearing of the pack 
which contained his toilet articles, 
extra clothing and _ rations, feeling 
thit he would rather go dirty and 
hungry t to carry any burden, 
even one that promised health and 
comfort to himself; the washing of 
barrack windows offended his poetic 
soul as the soapy water squashed 
through his long piano fingers. 


Well—He Didn’t Seem to Like It. 


His meals were Buey and greasy; 
his boots were heavy and the soles 
protected by those “awful” hobnails; 
his drill was grinding, on his nature, 
making an automatom of himself and 
molding a “ toy soldier” of his fine be- 
ing; he loathed the salute and never 
understood this simple greeting be- 
tween military men. 

And this, Mr. Reader, was the type 
of sweet nature that the “ treadmill 
of slavery,” the army, crushed! 

How _— hopelessly deficient was 
“ Andy ” in his study of human nature 
and how violently he erred in his esti- 
mate of himself as a “ soldier of Amer- 
ica’ when he knew at heart that he 
was a coward, masquerading in a sol- 
dier’s uniform.

His narrow vision of life counted sac- 
rifice and team work as cowardice, 
branding himself at one time as a 
coward for almost playing the game. 
He was right in his classification, but 
wrong in his method of reasoning. His 
analytical powers are to be appreciat- 
ed, for he could at least feel the sting 
of the coward. 

“ Andy’s” longing for individualism, 
his horror of team work, would in all 
probability have drawn him into the 
anarchistic creed. He was certainly 
of an anarchistic type, embodying that 
extreme expression of individual lib- 
erty as opposed to group liberty. 

Hero a Misfit Anyw | 


John Andrews could never have been 
a part of one of our great banking, in- 
surance, shipping or railroad com- 
panies, or part of one of our large 
governmental agencies, an officeholder 
in organized government, or a working 
member of any aggregation of men 
that for success which is found- 
ed on individual pride and personal 
achievement that make for successful 
consummation of combined effort. As 
the hero put it to himself at one time 
when his mind turned toward a de 
cision to desert, he could not “run 
with thé pack.” 

Too bad he used his language so 
loosely, for what he really meant was 
that he could not “advance with the 
pack.”” He would have had no trouble 
in “running with the pack,” and it is 
self-evident that he and his kind would 
have led this chase. 

He could have never been in any 
great enterprise requiring clocklike 
precision in reporting for duty at a 
fixed hour, eating lunch on a schedule, 
and quitting when the clock struck the 


monotonous whine of unhappiness, to- 
wards joyousness and life.” Poor, mis- 
taken, miserable creature! 

How could he ever fool himself into) 
the thought that he would ever leave. 
‘monotonous whining behind him” or. 
that “ joyousness could ever come 
him in the social organization of life | 
that demanded he do his bit, his quid | 
pro quo. Strange that Walters should 
be theonly pal of “Andy” who thcrough- 
ly understood him. 


Chance to Try Out a Motto. 


Too bad that the cootie had not in- 
fested his body, for then the wisdom 
of our old friend David Harum might 
have been applicable: “‘ Fleas are good 
for a dog; it keeps him from brooding 
over the fact that he is a dog.” 

No doubt “Andy” would willingly 
have paid his income tax from the 
sale of his “ Queen of Sheba” operatic 
extravaganza, but this hero most cere 
tainly would have dodged a contribution 
of self in a cause for his home, his so- 
ciety or for his country. He wasa para- | 
site on the nation, not perhaps for 
his bread and meat, but certainly for. 
the protection of that “individual lib- 
erty” he so thoroughly loved. 

It is not strange that this type would 
have been selected by the author for’! 
a martyr, for “ Andy” knew only how 
to live for himself, and had not the 
slightest conception of dying that the 
nation might live or that a cause might 
prosper. Our hero’s whole selfish na- 
ture comes to the fore in his sole de- 
sire to live for himself, his doglike 
selfshness could never have under- 
stood that supreme and benign happi- 
ness that comes to one in doing and 
sacrificing for others.

The effect on “ Andy” wag terrible. 
His entire sensitive nature must have 
revolted. ,He simply “ thought of men 
he had seen in attitudes of death,” the 
hero, little realizing that his constant 
and unflinching love for himself, his 
mental, moral and physical cowardice 
and welching spirit had probably been 
the cause Of the murder of many of 
his own comrades. 

Then, having heard of Chris’ deplor- 
able act, he decides to go to Paris, 
and in a cry that was “ boisterous” 
he says: “This is the end of soldier- 
ing for <3 Shades of our dead heroes 
from Val Forge to Sedan—the peace 
that comes with death must have been 
disturbed if your spiritual natures 
could have heard this chicken hearted 
lover of himself, this despicable selfish 
character, this yellow streaked shirker, 
welcher and quitter; this shifter of 
burdens to others, this lover of music 


day as done. Making out and signing 
the fixed office forms for files, pur- 
chase, sales, or deliveries would have 
shocked his supersensitive nature and 
stripped the rhythm from his musical 
soul, depriving him, as did the great 
“army treadmill,”’ from producing his 
“ Queen of Sheba.” 


No Adventurous Soul His. 


He could never have accompanied 
an expedition to the north pole, been 
a “forty-niner,’’ or been in the gold 
rush to Alaska. He could never have 
helped bridge a river, make an iron 
road across a continent, or help in the 
cutting of an isthmus. 

The push and driving force of the 
great maelstrom of American business 
life was so antagonistic to “Andy” 
that he said to Jeanne, “ America beats 
your brains out with a policeman’s 
billy! ”’ 

His great inconsistency is evidenced 
by his veiled “wink” when the oe oe 
men told him that they were exempted 
from service on account of “ bad eyes”’ 
and “ bum hearts,” yet he was en- 
deavoring to do exactly what he con- 
demned in others—*“ shirk.” 

At first one wonders why our hero 
man is “shimmering” so frequently 
when words of desire make his musical 
nature long “to roll on thick carpets 
in the drms of naked libidinous wom- 
en,”’ but the lines that come later ex- 
plain all, for there, behold, we find 
that “ Andy,” our “hero,” was at one 
time one of the old “ professors” at 
the piano, and such scenes as he 
craved for had perhaps frequently been 
enacted in his presence when the jingle 
of coins striking his instrument gave 
zest to his music. 


Called “ Despicable Hero.” 


“ Andy's” feeling of true love for 
himself is splendidly exemplified after | 
he left the hospital, when this des- | 
picable hero, realizing thrt he was still 
alive, thought “What did it matter 
if every one he knew died?” This was 
in keeping with his idea of life, which 
was living in a far away room with a 
“ piano and a million sheets of music 
paper,” where he could give expres- 
sion to himeelf. 

But, reader, think of the cowardly 
musical heroes is friend of the 
* Queen of Sheba” would have pro- 
duced. The army at least saved the 
musical] world from something. 

When “ Andy” thopght ‘his acci- 
dental wound would be the vehicle by 
which he might escape his allotted 
duty in the fulfillment of America’s 
great purpose, “it seemed inconceiva- 
ble that he had ever given himself up, 
that he had ever let the grinding dis- 
cipline have its way with him.” He 
saw himself before he had become a 
“slave among slaves.” 

O, “Andy,” you should not have 
worried, for you had “never given 


_|the music that he was going to write 


nor were you ever a part of the great 
machine which you condemn. Such 
words as “‘ service,” “ honor,” “ duty,” 
“country,” “unselfish devotion” could 
never have entered your esthetic brain. 


There Are Slaves and Slaves. 


Perhaps you were a “slave among 
slaves,” “ Andy,” but you were never 
of their brand, for you were a slave 
to yourself, while your comrades, ex- 
cept the other characters of this story, 
towards which you were unconsciously 
d n, were slaves to their country’s 
cause, to her great effort—and can it 
be gainsaid that America’s cause was 
just or that it would have been lost 
had her sons on the battlefields of 
France been the “ Andrews,” “ Chris-4 
fields,” and “‘ Fusellis” of Dos Passos’ 
story? 

Now we come to the word picture 
actuated by the musical muse of our 
hero. This is certainly fine. It brings 
us back to the stories of goops, gnomes, " 
giants, and other queer scenes in 
fairyland. The “Queen of Sheba” 
played her part, the “ virgin nurse” 
her cue, and our hero, like the coward 
he was, was pleased that chance had 
stricken him down in order that he 
might get out of this “ mud of slav- 
ery” that he might fool the world 
that he had served his country hon- 
estly and bore an honorable wound. 

He thought only of his own life; he 
could never have joined his comrades 
again to help them “finish the job.” 
He could never have done a “ come 
back ”’ either in the boxing ring or in 
the football game. 

Crippled in His Dream. 

As our hero lay on his bed in the 
hospital he sees the “‘ Queen of Sheba ”’ 
coming towards him, and he thinks of 


about her, not now. O! no, it couldn't 
be done now, but before “he had 
stripped his life in the bare room 
where they had made a soldier of him.” 

Anything but that, Mr. Dos Passos, 
for many will consider that the great- 
est insult contained in your book 
against group action and other team- 
work is the libel in calling these our 
characters “ soldiers.” 

O! how unfortunate it is that this 
young soul had not been brought up 
near the old-time swimming hole, 
where clothes were hung “on a hick- 
ory limb” and boys, forerunners of 
men, learned that oversensitive mod- 
esty was prudish and vulgar. For 
“ Andy’s” sake it is regrettable that 
he had not this experience, for then it 
is likely that his sense of decency 
would not have been shocked, and the 
Broadway lights might have heralded 
along with the “fifty-seven varieties ” 
his great musical production, “The 
Queen of Sheba” and the musical 
world fallen prostrate at his feet. 

In his “ desert of despair ’’ our hero 
hears “the sound of a caravan in the 
distance, the tinkle of bridles, and the 
braying of donkeys.” This last scene 
he must have well understood as his 
ears must have heard so often his own 
“hee haw.” 


Did He Look Into Mirror? 


When he looked up into the dark 
room he saw “astride their foaming 
wild asses, the three green horsemen, 
etc.” then he hears music “burst in 
a sudden hot whirlwind about him, full 
of flutes and kettle drums, with bray- 
ing. horns and whining bagpipes,” and 
the rest of that rot that acts as @ sort 
of advance guard for the appearance 
of his “‘ Sheba-land Queen,” who now 
comes into the picture with “ emeralds 
of dull gold ornaments, with a monkey 
hopping behind, holding up the end of 
her long train.” 

The dream book says that the second 
sign of life in the dreamgpicture par- 
takes of the characteristics of the 
dreamer. 

How natural too that fate should 
have later drawn him into the com- 
pany of the cosette Jeanne, and that 
she should have said to him when 
“ Andy’s” arm was about her uncor- 
seted waist, “ I adore monkeys.”

One entirely new utterance came yes- 
terday from the Rev. J. H. Williamson, 
Mayor Thompson's $10,000 a year law 
enforcer.

Then Mr. Williamson, enlarging 
upon the duty of good citizens, called 
upon members of the committee on 
enforcement—he formed the commit- 
tee at the service—to send in the names 
df policemen found drunk. 

“But,” the wary Mr. Williamson cau- 
tioned, “be sure that the policeman 
is drunk before you take his number.”

house is found. 

Mr. Williamson expressed chagrin 
because some “ so-called good citizens” 
regarded his activities with suspicion. 

“TIT find,” he said, “among the so- 
called good citizens a certain amount 
of suspicion and show of hesitation in 
regard to my work. These folks must 
be enlightened. ~ 

Revealed Judgment Day. 

“The day of judgment will reveal 
whether it is cowardice or politics. I 
challenge any one to mention partisan 
politics in my presence in regard to 
law enforcement. I propose to act 
irrespective of sect or position in s0- 
clety. 

“What is the matter with the police 
department? Nothing much. The po- 
lice make more arrests than the courts 
can take care of. After months of in- 
vestigation I have found that the po- 
lice department has no superior in all 
the world. 

“As to my relationship to law en- 
forcement, I have yet to find the least 
friction between myself, the mayor, 
chief of police, or the corporation coun- 
sel as to any objections made or any 
refusal to coOperate in. carrying out 
plans suggested.” 

Alderman in Ignorance. 

After Mr. Williamson repeated his 

former eulogy on the personal and 
official career of Mayor Thompson and 
declared it is possible to “make Chi- 
cago the very city of God” ushers 
distributed cards on which volunteer 
enforcers were to enroll. 
“ The filing of complaints of citizens 
are necessary because the men in the 
city hall don’t know what is going on 
on the north side, or the south side, 
or the west side,” he said. 

Gives Biographical Sketch.

Perhaps in past seasons 
there may have been individual bits 
that stood out, a famous artist in a 
special role, or other memorable hap- 
pening. 

But last night there was no discov- 
erable defect. When.it is said that 
Georges Baklanoff was the most im- 
pressive Telramund within memory, 
that he was singing gorgeously and 
acting the part in a way to give a 
logical reason for Telramund’s being 
in the story, it must also be added 
that his excellence did not obtrude at 
the expense of any one else. 

He is singled out because he hap- 
pened to be new to Chicago in the 
part. The same things with entire 
justice might and should be said of 
Edward Johnsoneas Lohengrin, of 
Rosa Raisa as Elsa, Cyrena Van Gor- 
don as Ortrud, Edouard Cotreuil as 
King Henry, and Désiré Defrére as the 
herald. 

The other newcomer in the perform- 
ance was Giorgio Polacco, the conduc- 
tor, and another cause for fine, inspir- 
ing drama. He moved the perform- 
ance with wonderful tone, stirring cli- 
max, a continual feeling of life and 
brightness. 

With an opera like this in mind, Mr. 
Insull’s desire to complete the quota 
of guarantors became the most desir- 
able thing in the world, a big truth, 
worth more than all the argument ever 
spoken. 

Lest it be forgotten, the perform- 
ance was in English. You could un- 
derstand everything that Mr. Johnson 
sang, most of what came from Mr. Cot- 
reuil, and a good part of the others’ 
words. More could hardly be demanded. 


Recital events of the afternoon must 
necessarily be briefly considered. Ossip 
Gabrilowitch was at the Grand Opera 
house, playing Schumann and Chopin. 
He is the best of the Schumann play- 
ers, Setting out the C major Fantasy 
in the only mood possible, that of half 
dreaming revery.

No 
dividends were paid on the $20,000,000 
common stock. In 1920 there was an 
operating loss of $940,850 and a deficit, 
after payment of both preferred and 


common dividends, of $4,691,561. 
Enormous Combined Loss. 


Altogether, the “ Big Five” packing 
concerns last year had an aggregate op- 
erating loss of $54,617,229 and an aggre- 
gate deficit of $77,817,460. The record

Swift & Co. has only one class of stock 
and its deficit was after paying divi- 


dends.

which reports for the calendar year. 

Hit by Inventory Depreciation. 
Depreciation of inventories was the 
greatest factor in imposing losses on the 
packers. This could not be otherwise in 
a year which saw the price of live hogs 
tumble from 14 to 7 cents a pound. So 
during 1921 the aggregate reduction of 


inverttories of the “ Big Five” was $145,-. 


300,000, apportioned as follows: Cudahy. 
$13,300,000; Swift, $57,500,000; Armour, 
$53,400,000; Morris, $9,100,000, and Wil- 
son, $12,000,000. At the end of their fiscal 
periods, these concerns held aggregate 
inventories of $231,000,000.
